-  “SHOP-TALK” 

It  has  been  said  that  “Shop-talk”  is  the  besetting  sin  of  people 
in  boarding-houses.  We  even  hear  it  said  that  teachers  are  the 
worst  offenders  in  this  respect  1 

Are  we  guilty,  or  is  this  a  prejudiced  view? 

One  sometimes  becomes  so  interested  in  his  own  line  of  work 
that  he-  feels  that  he  must  talk  about  it  to  others.  There  is  a  time  and 
a  place  for  this.  But  it  is  not  selfish  to  inflict  on  strangers  or  others 
who  are  not  particularly  interested  in  our  line  of  work  our  opinions 
of  our  pupils,  or  our  grievances? 

We  consider  doctors  and  nurses  who  talk  about  their  "cases” 
very  unprofessional  indeed;  and  business  people  who  talk,  about 
their  business  in  public  soon  become  a  bore.  Common  courtesy 
requires  that  the  subject  of  conversation  at  table  should  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  all,  if  possible,  and  that  it  should  be  agreeable  to  all.  To 
introduce  a  subject  that  does  not  fulfill  these  requirements  is  not 
only  discourteous  but  selfish.  There  are  certainly  many  topics 
of  conversation  offered  by  the  field  of  current  events  alone  that  all 
should  be  interested  in  and  able  to  converse  about.  There  are 
towns  in  which  people  engaged  in  other  lines  of  work  will  not 
board  where  the  teachers  do,  if  they  can  do  otherwise,  giving  as 
their  reason  that  all  they  would  hear  at  meal  time  would  be  school, 
school,  school!  Do  they  base  their  opinions  on  the  conversation 
of  a  few  teachers,  or  do  many  teachers,  indulge  in  this  thotless 
practice  ? 

Let  us,  if  we  board  at  a  place  where  others  besides  teachers 
are  boarding,  make  it  our  business  to  steer  the  subject  of  conver¬ 
sation  to  things  that  are  of  interest  to  all,  and  give  no  encourage¬ 
ment  whatever  to  the  person  -who  "talks  shop” 

Perhaps  we  are  not  such  great  offenders  in  this  line  as  some 
would  have  us,  but  let  each  one  ask  himself  or  herself:  “Am  I 
guilty?”  ^

But  the 
valuable  things  she  brings  are  things  of  the  spirit  and  that  invisible 
influence  that  is  mightier  than  all  the  horseback  parades  in  the 
world. 

With  Miss  Jennie  came  9,999  others.  Their  business  is  the 
stern  business  of  culture,  education,  ethics  and  national  motivation. 

In  every  available  assembly  hall  they  will  gather  in  committee 
and  round  table  to  discuss,  formulate  and  propogate  Ideas  which  are 
the  stuff,  the  substance  and  the  currency  of  the  nation,  Theirs 
is  the  ministry  of  academics,  the  diplomatic  service  of  erudition, 
th^  gospel  of  sanity,  tolerance,  and  peace.  From  this  conclave 
will  flow  strong  currents  into  the  main,  arterial  impulsions  of  the 
nation  and  inter-nations.  _ 

Ten  thousand  teachers.  From  the  neatness  of  East  Orange, 
N.  J. ;  from  the  lambent  atmosphere  of  Louisiana,  from  the  blue- 
blooded  Back  Bay,  -from  the  mountainless  prairies  and-  from  the 
oceanless  Middle  Weest.  . From  the  Aleutian  Islands— the  Philip¬ 
pines,  From  Tacoma — from  Sequim. 

Most  of  them  traveled  people,  many  of  them  cont, mentally 
sophisticated  and  some  of  them  “seeing  America  last,”  A  . number 
have  seen  Seattle  before  arid  who  will  see  it  relatively  now.  A 
more  cultured  and  scholarly  convention  we* ve  never  entertained; 

Some  of  the  teachers  with  Miss  Jennie  will  be  young.  Slender, 


young  girls,  eager,  gay  and  wearing  doggy  sports-wear.  Some 
will  be  austere  professors.  We’ll  treat  them  all  like  “Queen  Maries.” 

And  we’ll  “bring  some  flowers  to  the  teacher.”  Just  as  we 
did  years  ago.  Although  they  were  wild-flowers  with  short  stems 
held  tight  in  our  sweaty,  little  hands,  Miss  Jennie  accepted  them 
graciously.  So  we’ll  take  long-stemmed  beauties  down  to  Central 
School  “for  Teacher.”  We’ll  leave  a  tiny  note — “To  Miss  Jennie 
with  my  love. — Seattle.'” 


Was  a  Nursery 

(Continued  from  Page  1) 

About  1007  or  1008,  u  golf  course 
was  started  on  the  campus.  The  first 
liolo  was  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
tiie  old  seminary  campus,  and  tlie  sec¬ 
ond  hole  was  noi[l;h,  somewhere  be¬ 
tween  Second  and  Fourth  strode.  The 
season  that  year  was  so  wet  that  the 
greens  and  fairways  could  not  bo  kept 
lip,  so,  for  tlie  lack  of  funds,  the  pro¬ 
ject  was  abandoned. 

Just  east  of  tlie  present  tennis  courts 
was  a  frame  building  which  was  used 
ns  the  offico  of  the  nursery.  This 
building  was  used  for  a  while  by  the 
school  for  classes  in  agriculture  and 
art.  Later  it  was  pulled  up  to  a  loca¬ 
tion  just  east  of  the  power  house  and 
used  ns  a  tool  shed.  It  lias  since  been 
torn  down. 

The  grove  now  known  as  the  college 
park,  for  several  years  was  the  scone 
of  an  old-fasliioncd  independent  Chau¬ 
tauqua.  About  tho  year  1900,  the 
Chautauqua  was  managed  by  a  joint 
committee  of  college  and  townspeople. 
A  big'  tent  was  pitched  about  where 
the  cottages  now  stand,  and  perhaps 
a  hundred  small  tents  were  located  to 
the  west,  under  the  trees.  Those  were 
for  people  to  rent  and  inhabit  during 
the  Chautauqua  season,  which  lasted 
about  ten  days. 

Later  tho  Chautauqua  project  was 
taken  over  and  managed  by  P.  O.  Lon¬ 
don,  then  music  teacher  at  the  college, 
for  three  or  four  years. 

In  the  days  before  tho  automobile 
became  popular,  it  might  seem  that 
this  location  was  far  removed  from 
town,  but  that  difficulty  was  taken 
care  of.  A  bus  line,  using  horses,  of 
course,  ran  from  tho  square  to  the 
tent.  A  jilacc  was  provided  for  folks 
who  drove  their  teams,  and  the  hitch- 
rack,  located  in  a  pasture  east  of  the 
present  cottages,  has  been  seen,  time 
after  time,  lined  with  rigs  of  every 
description.  When  the  Chautauqua 
was  taken  over  by  a  circuit,- the  loca¬ 
tion  was  moved  down  town. 

Amphitlioa.tr o  Not  Euaoooo. 

The  ground  west  of  the  administr.a-j 
tion  building  was  originaljly  graded 
with  the  intention  of  having  an  amphi¬ 
theatre,  but  when  tho  setting  sun  al¬ 
most  blinded  the  spectators  who  had 
gathered  at  the  premier  performance 
in  it,  the  plan  was  abandoned. 

The  original  plan  for  the  athletic, 
field  was  to  locate  it  back  of,  and  run¬ 
ning  parallel  with,  the  administration 
building.  This  plot  was  found  to  slope 
entirely  too  much,  so  George  II.  Colbert 
and  tho  president  put  a  lcvol  on  the 
ground  and  discovered  the  present  ath¬ 
letic  field.  It  was  made  with  very  lit¬ 
tle  expense  to  the  college.  At  ono  time, 
it  was  planned  to  put  the  athletic  field 
about  where  the  present  walk  to  tho 
gymnasium  is  located,  but  the  present 
plan  is  to  construct  tlie  field  west  of 
the  gymnasium. 

This  was  the  general  status  of  the 
campus  up  until  about  1910. 

Almost  every  treo  and  shrub  that  has 
been  set  out  on  the  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lego  campus,  after  its  improvement  was 
started,  lias  boon  raised  there.  Shortly 
after  the  employment  of  J.  R.  Brink, 
former  superintendent  of  maintenance 
and  construction  nt  tho  Collego,  ho 
started  a  nursery  on  tho  northeast  cor¬ 


ner  of  tho  campus  , where  tho  trees  and 
shrubs  wore  raised  from  seeds,  seed¬ 
lings  and  cuttings.  This  nursery  is  nt 
the  present  timo  a  very  complcto  ono 
and  contains  hundreds  of  plants  to  bo 
used  in  (he  further  beautification  of 
the  campus. 

When  tlie  school  moved  its  classes 
into  the  present  administration  build¬ 
ing  in  1010,  Die  grounds  around  tho 
building  were  ns  barren  ns  could  be. 
There  was  no  ivy  on  tho  walls,  thcro 
were  no  clumps  of  beautiful  shrubs 
around  tho  building  and  along  the  long 
walk,  no  long  rows  of  poplar  trees.  In 
fact,  photoghaphs  of  the  building  show 
that  it  was  very  lonesome  ns  far  ns 
ornaments  of  nature  were  concerned. 
Little  was  done  to  improve  this  condi¬ 
tion  before  1913  or'  1914. 

Plans  Too  Elaborate. 

About  that  time,  H.  E.  Major  of 
Columbia,  who  had  charge  of  the  cam¬ 
pus  at  tho  University  nt  that  time, 
was  employed  to  draw  plans  for  the 
beautification  of  the  campus  here.  This 
he  did,  but  they  were  too  elaborate 
and  called  for  tho  expenditure  of  n 
great  deal  of  more  money  than  the  col¬ 
lege  could  afford  nt  that  time,  so  they 
were  never  followed  extensively.  The 
location  of  the  old  tennis  courts  wore  a 
part  of  this  plan. 

Since  that  time  the  greenhouse  at 
tho  collego  has  been  built  and  the 
grounds  around  it  have  been  beautified, 
the  Residence  Hall  and  tho  gymnasium 
also  have  been  built  and  their  respec¬ 
tive  grounds'  graded  and  improved. 
Most  of  tho  walks  now  on  the  campus 
have  been  built  since  1913.  The  long 
walk,  however,  was  laid  when  the  ad¬ 
ministration  building  was  erected,  and 
the  row  of  elms  oil  both  sides  of  it 
were  set  out  soon  afterward.  Many  of 
these  trees  have  been  replanted  and  it 
is  only  within  the  last  few  years  that 
they  have  offered  any  shade  to  stu¬ 
dents  who  trudged  wearily  along  un¬ 
der  a  sun  that  draws  the  thermometer 
up  to  '(98  in  the  shade." 

But  now  the  campus  is  truly  a  thing 
of  beauty.  On  the  cast  side  of  the 
drive,  up  to  the  administration  build- 

mg,  l-uiia  n  vow  o£  otatcly  Lombardy 

,  poplars.  Sad  to  say,  in  a  few  years 
these  trees  will  be  gone,  for  they  do 
not  last  ns  do  other  varieties  of  trees. 
Just  cast  of  tlicso  is  n  row  of  white 
walnut,  or  butternut  trees,  which  will 
take  the  place  of  the  poplars  when  they 
are  gone.  On  the  west  side  of  the  same 
drive  is  a  row  of  Weeping  Cut-Leaf 
Birches.  These  trees  are  now  getting 
large  enough  to  make  a  definitely  out¬ 
lined  row.  » 

Poplars,  Then  Elms. 

East  of  tho  power  houso  is  a  row  of 
Canadian  poplars,  intermixed  with  elms. 
When  the  poplars  nro  gone,  the  elms 
will  be  large  enough  to  fill  up  all  tho 
gaps  left.  Just  north  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  building  and  extending  to  the  rail¬ 
road  is  a  very  effective  as  well  ns  beau¬ 
tiful  windbreak  of  various  kinds  of 
trees. 

Shrubbery  around  tiie  building  and 
over  the  campus  has  -been  so  arranged 
and  planned  that,  ns  nearly  as  possible, 
something  is  in  bloom  from  early  spring 
until  late  fall.  In  addition  to  these,  an¬ 
nual  plants  and  flowers  nro  sot  out 
and  planted  to  add  to  the  beauty  and 
color  of  tho  campus. 

Some  mention  must  bo  mado  of  sov- 
ernl  special  trees  which  nre  particularly 


popular  with  the  students.  Probably 
tho  most  popular  spot  is  the  clump  of 
American  Birches  on  tho  west  sido  of 
the  long  wnlk,  just  before  ono  reaches 
(he  building.  A  senior  class  of  former 
days  placed  a  marble  bench  there  ns  a 
gift  to  (he  college,  and  it  has  been,  and 
is,  appreciated  ns  much  or  more  than 
any  other  gift  beforo  or  since  present¬ 
ed.  Another  favorite  haunt  of  tho  stu¬ 
dents,  in  tho  fall,  is  a.  pair  of  apricot 
trees  over  by  tho  row  of  chestnuts.

(European-,  Sycamore,  Pin  Oak,  Red 
Oak,  Butternut,  Black  Walnut,  Japan- 
|  esc  Walnut,  Purple  Barberry,  Japanese 
|  Barberry,  Dogwood,  Contoneastcr,  Dcut- 
|  zia,  Pride  of  Rochester,  Dcutzia,  Gracil- 
li,  Forsynthin,  Hydrangia,  Holly,  Hon¬ 
eysuckle,  Mockornngc,  Winebarlc,  Buck¬ 
thorn,  Sumac,  Spirea,  Snowbcrry,  Lilac, 
Privet,  Weigela,  Russian  Olivo,  Rose  of 
Sharon,  Sand  Chcray,  Grand  River 
Hickory,  and  many  others. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  tho  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  enmpus  thus  far  belongs 
to  J.  R.  Brink,  who  was  superintendent 
of  maintenance  and  construction  from 
February  1,  1914  until  February  1,  1927. 
Mr.  Brink  has  given  unsparingly  of  his  1 
time  and  effort  to  make  the  campus 
what  it  is.  In  commenting  upon  his 
work,  howover,  Mr.  Brink  would  by  no 
means  accept  all  the  credit  for  what 
has  been  done,  saying: 

"Mr.  Richardson,  when  ho  was  tho 
president  hero,  was  a  great  help  to 
me.  He  had  many  ideas  and  in  all 
things  was  willing  to  offer  helpful  sug¬ 
gestions  and  to  cooperate.  Since  Mr. 
Lamkin  has  been  here,  he  has  been  a 
valuablo  help  in  the  development  of 
tho  campus.  Ho  himself  is  a  great  lover 
of  trees,  and  gavo  much  thought  before 
any  pruning  or  cutting  was  done  on 
them."

Aurora  Borealis 

Seen  Last  Week 


Many  students  of  Die  College  saw  the 
display  of  Aurora  Borealis  or  northern 
lights  Thursday  night  of  last  week. 
Miss  Ilolwig  said  that,  although  she 
had  seen  more  brilliant  displays,  the 
light  Thursday  night  had  tho  charac¬ 
teristics  and  form  typical  of  all  north¬ 
ern  lights  seen  here.  Thcro  were  few 
of  the  light  streamers  which  arc  often 
seen  extending  up  from  the  huge  arch 
extending  across  the  northern  sky,  but 
the  rapid  chnngcs  of  color  always  seen 
with  the  Aurora  were  quite  noticeable; 

Tho  Aurora  Borealis,  a  play  of  elec¬ 


tricity  in  the  cooler  atmosphere  of  tho 
north,  is  connected  with  sun  spots. 
This  is  a  maximum  period  of  sun  spots 
and  tho  Aurora  is  more  likely  to  bo 
seen  nt  such  times.  Tho  same  condition 
which  caused  the  Aurora  Borealis,  also 
caused  the  static  of  which  radio  fans 
complained  Thursday  night.

'  Hero  they  were  met  by  Mr.  Hedge, 
the  store’s  educational  director,  who 
conducted  them  through  tlio  building. 
He  explained  in  detail  tho  system  used 


at  any  time  since.’  These  words  are 
worth  noting,  since  Newton  was  born  in 
1642,  and  was,  therefore,  23  or  24  years 
old. 

‘  ‘  Albert  Eistcin  conceived  the  idea 
of  his  theory  of  relativity  when  he  was 
18  and  published  at  26.  He  is,  as  we 
should  expect,  an  advlcate  of  shorten¬ 
ing  up  the  school  period  nnd  making  it 
more  practical,  so  that  the  student  can 
get  at  his  life  work  earlier.  This,  at 
least,  seems  the  best  plan  for  brilliant 
minds  like  these,  and'  educators  are 
coming  to  the  conclusion  that  special 
facilities  should  be  afforded  such,  so 
that  they  may  advance  as  fast  as  they 
can  without  waiting  for  their  slower 
schoolmates.  To  give  one  young  man 
of  this  sort  the  peculiar  training  he 
needs  will  benefit  the  world  more  than 
the  education  of  a  whole  eollegcful  of 
tho  ordinary  caliber.’'’ 

Dr.  Slosson  opened  his  lecture  with 
the  thought  that  true  genius  shows  it¬ 
self  in  the  individual  at  an  early  age. 
“The  average  ago  for  a  great  musician 
or  artist  to  give  his,  first  worthwhile 
production  to  the  world  is  13  years  and 
9  months,’’  he  declared.  He  gavo  nu¬ 
merous  other  illustrations  from  var¬ 
ious  fields  of  work. 

“There  are,  as  you  know,  two  theor¬ 
ies  of  genius,’’  the  speaker  said.  “Some 
say  that  genius  is  merely  another  name 
for  hard  work,  that  inspiration  means 
perspiration,  that  genius  is  an  infinite 
capacity  for  thinking  when  the  mind 
is  not.  consciously  working  on  the  prob¬ 
lem,  but  is,  so  to  speak,  off  guard.  It 
seems  almost  ns  though  the  answer 
were  being  whispered  to  him  from  with¬ 
out  by  some  one  who  painB,  nnd  so 
forth.  Others  say^that  a  great  achieve¬ 
ment  can  only  be  accomplished  by  a 
groat  man  and  ho  does  it  easily,  that 
bright  ideas  come  to  one  in  moments

“Obviously,  neither  of  these  theories 
can  include  all  cases.
